It, is now announced, with authority, 


that Mr. Mi-Kmley will call the next 
Congress in extra session as soon as he 
shall have got fairly warmed is his seat, 
say. 
between the 1 vh and ^Ot,h of March 


next. 
With this understanding the 


Committee on Ways and Means of the 
present Congress \\ill immediately under- 
take, with the help of the special inter- 
ests to be benefited by higher tariff 
duties, to prepare a Tariff bill. It is 
thought that such a bill can be forced 
through the House iu ten days after the 
extra session shall have been convened. 


Three courses lie open to the Republi- 


can party : (1) They could consult the 
general interest by making an immedi- 
ate effort to snlliciently increase revenue 
without disturbing the tariff: (2) they 
could so reduce the expenditures as to 
make increased taxation unnecessary: 
or Co) they could do what they propose 
to effect at the extra session—give the 
tarilt a complete revision iti the interest 
of further '•protection." 


To adopt the first plai, of action would 


lill the Treasury, quiet business appre- 
hension, and afford an immediate oppor- 
tunity to wrestle with the problem of 
Currency Reform to which the party is 
pledged. 


Tbe second plan would be so honestly 


heroic that it may be accounted impos- 
sible to a party with billion dollar ideas. 


The third course would involve no in- 


consistency upon the part of Republican 
leadership. It would be merely a ques- 
tion whether they should be true to Pro- 
tectionism and the narrow line of policy 
involved in that form of paternalism, or 
whether they should seize IhPir grand 
opportunity to rise to a higher level and 
adopt a generous policy looking to the 
welfare uf thrt whole people. 


Whatever shall be done, those who 


preferred MoKinley btfoie Bryan on 
other than tariff grounds have no right 
to complain. Bryan was a positive dan- 
ger which thieatened distress and dis- 
honor; McKinley was a danger which 
threatened the country with a retrograde 
policy. The country (those between cer- 
tain disaster and possible inconvenience, 
and made a wise choice. 


But it remaius to be seen what can be 


done at an extra session ol Congress. 
There will be a check to business im- 
provement growing out of uncertainty 
aa to the issue. But that is about all 
that, mav be safely piedicted. Every- 
thing will haug upon the action of the 
Seuate; and the Senate as at piesent 
constituted is one of the most uncertain 
and unsatisfactory bodies of legislators 
ever assembled under one roof.—Pliila.

The word trocha, says the Baltimore 


Sim, is of such frequent occurence in 
lispatches and news from Havana that 
t seems likely in time to become incor- 
'Orated into the English speech. AneX' 
'lanation having been asked of theierm, 
vt^ch is pronounced trotsha, with the 
accent ou the first syllable, it may be 
tated that originally it denotes a foot- 
jatL, pathway, or, sometimes, a short 
jut. 
During the present (Jubau un- 


jleasautnesa its significance has been ap- 
'lied to a 1'ortiQed huh road. 
In approaching the "trocha," the first 


tnpedimeut encountered consists of a 
jarbed wire fence, three and a half feet 
u height. Behind this are fie posts of 
he sentinels, made of palmetto leaves. 
Torty yards back of these extends a 
iitch, three feet deep and four wide 
This is protected by a rampart of trunks 
if palmetto trees. About another 40 
pards beyond this obstruction the bar- 
acks of the soldiers are erected of logs 
ind other building material, and covered 
with roofs ot straw. 


The wall of stone and earth runs all 


ilong the roadway. Trees standing near 
t are ascended by winding stairs and aff- 
ord places of observation over a wide 
xtent of territory. The military eta- 
ions are never seperated by a larger dis- 
ance than that jf half a mile.

Here General Reynolds spent 


the night proceeding the battle which left 
him an immortal name, and bequeathed 
to us a heritage of freedom and unity. 
John Moritz, a brother, went from this 
home to enlist in Co. C, in August, 1881. 
He proved himself a faithful soldier, and 
died in a Southern prison pen in 18f>4. 


This was the place selected for the 9th

A RECEIVER ASKED FOR. 


ELBCTKIC RAILWAY CO. VS. ELECTRIC 


MOOT CO. 


On Friday afternoon last a Bill in Equity 


was filed in the office of tbe Court of Com- 
mon Tleas by the Gettysburg Electric Rail- 
way Company und The West End Trust 
and Safe Deposit Company, acting Receiv- 
er of said Railway Company, complainants, 
against The Electric Light, Heat and Pow- 
er Company, of Gettysburg, and E. M. 
Hoffer, Adam Ertter, John A. Livers, 
William Wible and Lewis Mirell, defend 
ants. 


The Bill is of consideiable length, and 


the following is a summary of the princi- 
pal averments in the several paragraphs : 


1. The incorporation of the said Electric 


Railway Co. on July 28, 1891, its purpose, 
the acquisition of certain real estate, and 
the construction and equipment of the 
Electric Street Eailway. 


2. The proceedings in the United States 


Circuit Court whereby the West End Trust 
Co. and E. M. Hoffer were appointed Re- 
ceivers of the said Railway Co., on Sent. 
20, 1895. 


3. The execution by Hoffer on Sept. 20, 


189S, of an agreement and bond to the 
Trust Co., his co-Receiver, authorizing the 
Trust Co. to discharge the duties of the 
Trust alone. 


4. That the Trust Co. at once took pos- 


session of the Railway and began and has 
continued to operate the same "in the in- 
terest of and for the benefit of its creditors 
and shareholders and other persons who 
may be interested therein." 


5. The incorporation of thn Electric 


Liglit, Heat and Power Company, of Get- 
tysburg, June 15, 1893, and its purposes. 


6. The execution on Oct. 17, 1SS3, by 


the said Railway Co. to the said Light Co. 
of a lease of its Power House and every- 
thing connected therewith for term of 30 
years, from May 1, 18P3, the Light Co. 
covenanting "to"keep all said machinery, 
buildings and property in good reuair, and 
pay all taxes in and about said real estate," 
and furnish power to operate the Railway, 
and agreeing to pay monthly its net re- 
ceipts to the Railway Co., to be applied to 
tbe payment of the coupons of the Railway 
bonds to an amount not exceeding $12. 
per annum. 


7. That on said day the said Light Ci 


executed to the Fidelity Trust Co., of Phi 
adelphia, a mortgage conveying all i 
property, franchises, leases, &c., &c., i 
trust to secure the performance of th 
terms of the said lease. 


8. The appointment, bv agreement 


the acting Receiver and Hoffer, Preside. 
of Light Co., of 0. S. Hertzog w manage 
and operator of the plant at Gettysburg. 


9. The giving by Hoffer, claiming to ac 


as President of the Light Co., but withon 
authority from Board of Directors c 
Stockholders, of judgment note for $4 
322.85 to Adam Ertter. on January 2f 
1S9B, and like note for $2,000 to John A 
Livers, on same date, which were enterei 
of record, and executions issued, nnde 
which the Sheriff of Adarns county levie 
on all the property and franchises of th 
Light Co. 


10. The giving by HoffHr claiming t 


act as President of the Railway Co., bu 
without authority of Board of Directors 
of a like note for $2,000 to Adam Krtter 
on which similar proceedings were taken. 


11. That said notes were without lega 


consideration, and that Hoffer, when h 
executed them, was not a stockholder ir 
either Company, having previously as 
signed all his property including hi." hold 
ings of stock; that no authority had been 
comferred on Hoffer to execute said notes 
that the giving of them is part of apian to 
hinder the acting Receiver in the dis 
charge of his duties, and that rules are 
pending to set aside the executions anc 
open the judgments. 


12. That on Sept. 18, 1890, Hoffer, 


though not owning auy stock, undertook 
to sell certain shares to Erttpr, Livers, 
Wible and Mizell, the defendants, am: 
then called a meeting ol the Directors of 
the Light Co. at which said defendants 
claim to have been elected directors, with 
Wible as secretary and Ertter as treasurer 
and manager of the Light Co., and that 
this new board threaten to take popsession 
of the property of the Light Co. by force.
